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City Council Considers Cable Compliance 


Does Group W comply with 
Sierra Madre’s cable TV fran¬ 
chise? That question was the 
prime topic of Tuesday night’s 
Sierra Madre City Council 
meeting. 

And, after nearly two 
hours of pro and con dis¬ 
cussion, the council members 
voted unanimously in sup¬ 
port of further discussion of 
the question by City Admin¬ 
istrator James McRea and 
City Attorney Charles Mar¬ 
tin with representatives of 
Group W. The only voice 
heard to object to that mo¬ 


tion came from the City Ad¬ 
ministrator. 

McRea said, “1 hope that 
motion does not put either 
the city attorney or me (in 
the position) as arbitrator 
to determine if Group W is in 
compliance.” 

Council members were 
quick to assure the city’s ad¬ 
ministrator that they only 
wished to discuss with the 
cable TV company’s repre¬ 
sentative a possible solution 
of the date of actual com¬ 
pliance with the cable fran¬ 
chise. Resolution of that 


date is important because 
of the $500 a day penalty 
imposed against Group W 
for each day of non-com¬ 
pliance. 

The council heard Group 
W’s district manager, John 
T. Merritt, and its local 
manager. Rusty Faust, ask 
the council to determine that 
the franchise had been com¬ 
plied with as of August 31. 
City staff had already in¬ 
formed the council it had de¬ 
termined compliance had 
been effected as if October 
26. The difference between 


those two dates results in 
penalties of about $39,000 
against Group W. 

In his presentation of the 
council, Merritt apologized 
for the previous service of 
Teleprompter. Said Merritt, 
“We apologize for Tele¬ 
prompter’s part. If you coun¬ 
cil members will give us the 
opportunity you will find we 
are not Tdeprompter.” (Group 
W acquired the former own¬ 
er’s interest in the city’s cable 
TV company earlier this 
year.) 

This comment brought a 


rejoinder from Councilman 
Tom Edwards who noted that 
since the council had insti¬ 
tuted actions to resolve the 
cable TV reception within the 
city, councilmembers had 
dealt with three local man¬ 
agers, two different district 
managers and two different 
cable companies. 

Edwards noted that each of 
those representatives had 
asked the council to forget 
past experiences and give the 
new representatives a chance. 
The councilman added that 
he was “tired” of that same 


response. 

Councilman Charles Corp 
referred to the many meet¬ 
ings councilmembers had held 
with the cable TV representa¬ 
tives toward ironing out a 
new cable TV franchise agree¬ 
ment. 

Said Corp, “I don’t think 
the council is in a position 
except to enforce the fran¬ 
chise.” He continued, “1 
don’t feel I have any lati¬ 
tude to relax the enforce¬ 
ment of that franchise. The 
city administrator has listed 
nine points wherecompliance 


has not been completed. Mr. 
Merritt’s reply is not respon¬ 
sive.” 

He added, “I’m reluctant 
to be too tolerant of the pre¬ 
sent situation because of the 
past history.” 

After postponing a deter¬ 
mination on “compliance,” 
the council took up the ques¬ 
tion of “public access” raised 
by Steve Shirley and Lee 
Norris. Both stated the equip¬ 
ment left at the city hall by 
Group W did not comply 
with the franchise since it 
was under control of the city 


staff. This allegation was re¬ 
futed by the city administra¬ 
tor who stated the equip¬ 
ment left at city hall was 
not a part of the equipment 
which Shirley and Norris 
claimed to be included in the 
franchise agreement. 

Adding to the confusion 
was the comment of the city’s 
Fire Chief, Mark Mueller, 
that he felt the equipment 
left at the city hall should 
be available for the fire de¬ 
partment when their needs

Tornado Watch 
Reported in City 

Sierra Madre was in the area of a tornado watch 
Tuesday between the hours of 1 and 7 p.m., accord¬ 
ing to Police Chief Bill Betts. 

The watch, he said, was the southwestern oor- 
tion of Southern California and adjacent coastal 
waters, according to information coming down from 
the National Severe Storm Center. 

This unique-to-the-area weatch included 35 
statute miles either side of a line 10 miles west of 
Ontario to Campo, Calif, and inland to San Diego 
county. 

What does this type of warning really mean to 
this area where most residents think tornados never 
hit? 

Betts says, “Tornadoes, severe thunder storms 
in and close to watch area. Beware and listen for 
later statements and warnings.”

A recent edition of “Education Week” 
reports e widespread teenage drinking problem 
they call a “major challenge to schools, society.” 

Secretary of Health and Human Services 
Richard S. Schweiker has announced a new 
federal initiative aimed at curbing alcohol abuse 
by youth. The main reason Schweiker has taken 
off after the problem is because of the large 
number of motor vehicle deaths among young 
people directly linked to alcohol. 

According to Sierra Madre Police Chief 
Bill Betts, there were no drunk driving charges 
for juveniles during last year “which doesn’t 
necessarily mean they aren’t driving,” he warned. 
There were, however, several counts of drunk In 
public for juveniles, he noted. 

According to recent studies, 87% of all 
high school students have used alcohol at least 
once. About 15% are considered “problem 
drinkers,” according to the National Council on 
Alcoholism. 

Teenagers often drink illegally and in out- 
of-the-way public places such as parks and 
parking lots. 

More teenagers are drinking in school, 
according to several surveys reported in “Edu¬ 
cation Week.” And in response to this informa¬ 
tion, some school districts are setting up alco¬ 
hol program for students and staff. 

The new federal effort, according to Schwei¬ 
ker, will supplement the research and public 
education programs now sponsored by the U.S. 
Department of Health and Human Services. It 
will include nine regional conferences for school 
personnel and parents, as well as other con¬ 
ferences on alcohol programs for young people. 

Information on these programs will be re¬ 
ported at a later date.

Signs on poles 
are illegal

Keith LeFever, city-area manager for Sou¬ 
thern California Edison Company, is reminding 
area residents again that signs placed on utility 
poles can be hazardous to linemen. 

The California Penal Code prohibits the 
posting of political placards or notices regarding 
community events on utility poles and support 
structures. 

“Concern for the safety of linemen is one 
of the reasons for this law,” LeFever said. 
“Hazardous conditions can arise from nails 
and other fasteners holding the placards,” he 
added. 

Although Edison is grateful to election 
campaigners who have refrained from posting 
signs on poles in previous years, the utility is 
urging new campaign workers to cooperate with 
the regulation, according to LeFever. 

He aiso pointed out that the poles are the 
private property of utiiities.

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Well-Traveled Arcadian 
Has Visited 264 Countries

Niue and Nauru are islands 
in the South Pacific. To most 
of us they are “far away pla¬ 
ces with strange sounding 
names.” 

However, to Sanford Smith, 
37-year-old attorney, they are 
two of the most interesting 
countries of the 264 coun- 
ries he has visited. 

Smith began traveling at 
age 11 and 26 years later is 
still continuing to see the 
world. 

While in the Central Afri¬ 
can Empire in the early 1970s, 
he was introduced to the “Tra¬ 
velers’s Century club.” 

“The Century club was es¬ 
tablished 30 years ago to pro¬ 
vide an opportunity for people 
who travel to get together and 
share their experiences. To 
qualify for membership one 
must have visited 100 of the 
309 recognized countries,” he 
explains. 

The Century Club is based 
in Los Angeles and presently 
has a membership exceeding 
600 people throughout the 
world. As a member. Smith 
has visited more countries at 
his age than any other. In 
fact, only three others known 
today have traveled more ex¬ 
tensively than he and they are 
all in their 70s. 

Born in Hartford, Ct., 
Smith grew up on a Ute reser¬ 
vation named Uintad and 
Auray in Utah. After gradua¬ 
ting from high school at age 
16, he spent a year traveling. 
He visited Europe and the 
Middle East where he worked 
for the United Nations Relief 


Work Agency for Palestinian 
refugees and lived in a refu¬ 
gee camp in Jericho. He also 
traveled to India, Kuwait, 
North Borneo, Australia, the 
Philippines and Japan. 

After returning to the U.S., 
he attended Harvard Univer¬ 
sity, obtaining a degree in po¬ 
litical science, and then Har¬ 
vard Law School specializing 
in international tax law. He 
obtained a fellowship at UCLA 
to study African languages. 
He spent a year there studying 
Swahili. 

This young man’s diversity 
is not only evident in his edu¬ 
cational background but in 
the various jobs he has held 
since the age of 16. He worked 
for the Ministry of Interior 
in Columbia and the United 
Nations Commission for Trade 
and Development in Chile 
and taught in Uganda. 

Ten years ago he returned 
to the United States and be¬ 
came the legal representative 
for five school districts. In 
addition to his law practice 
he frequently takes short jobs 
working for banks and mone¬ 
tary agencies overseas rela¬ 
tive to issuance and circulation 
of currency. He often uses 
these jobs as a vehicle to add 
more countries to his list. 

Smith speaks French, Ger¬ 
man, Arabic, and one Indian 
language fluently. He denies 
having a favorite country, 
but speaks fondly of Hun¬ 
gary (“I love Hungarian 
food”) and Lebanon (“It cer¬ 
tainly wouldn’t be the same 
today”). He explained that 
all countries have unusual 
aspects that can be found if

one looks for them and there¬ 
fore all countries are unique 
in their own way. “Greenland 
and Iceland, for instance, 
are fascinating countries, but 
their names are deceptive and 
tend to dissuade people from 
visiting them,” he states. 


When asked about his phi¬ 
losophy of traveling, he re¬ 
plied, “The enjoyment of tra¬ 
vel comes from meeting peo¬ 
ple. If you insist on staying 
in American style hotels and 
speaking only English you 
might just as well stay in the 
United States.” 

At his current pace he should 
soon complete his sojourn to 
the 45 remaining countries. 

What then? “1 always kid 
the older members of the Cen¬ 
tury Club that given my age 
there is a reasonable chance 
that I might be able to get 
to the moon. If 1 can, 1 will,” 
he asserts. 

With what he has already 
accomplished at age 37, it 
would not be surprising to 
learn in the future that San¬ 
ford Smith has founded the 
“Century Club of Space Tra¬ 
vel” from his office on Mars.

There are two Arcadians 
who are up to their elbows 
in dough and bows. Jackie 
Pearl and Linda Arrington 
have created The Confection 
Connection, “incredible edi¬ 
ble bouquets.” Also on their 
business card is the phrase 
“Have cookie will travel” 
and to stress their cleverness 
even farther, they call their 
product “a tasty alternative.” 

What are these creations? 
Cookie bouquets all done up 
with real cookies, fancy bows 
and candy, on wooden sticks 
placed in a plant pot. They 
are clever— and delicious. 

Where does an idea such as 
this originate? 

Two years ago Jackie made 
one for a friend who “has 
a thing for chocolate chip 
cookies” and a couple months 
ago Linda asked her to do a 
repeat. “Why don’t we make 
a chocolate chip recipe that’s 
really good and can stand up 
to the rigors of being speared 
with a wood stick and stuck 
into a pot.” 

They did but only after sev¬ 
eral tasting tries. Jackie quips, 
“1 never let any go out with¬ 


out tasting. If I won’t eat it 1 
won’t sell it.” 

The biggest problem, the 
women relate, were those deal- 
ling with the richness of the 
dough. They use home grown 
eggs and butter, both which 
make rich dough. 

“I have three pet chickens. 
Those suckers really lay eggs. 
When 1 told them I was using 
their eggs for cookies, they 
tried harder,” Jackie laughs. 

The women finally settled 
for two recipes because of 
their color, design and taste: 
chocolate chips and “super 
surprise No. 10,” Jackie says. 
It took 10 tries to get it that 
way, of course. “So many 
cookie recipes are boring and 
we had to give them all a little 
zing.” 

They take their crumbled 
failures and their “seconds” 
to work where, they find, many 
cookie monsters are emptoyed. 
Sometimes the “monster” 
even leaves an lOU. 

They have many ideas for 
the holidays, and stress Christ¬ 
mas orders that are already 
coming in. They will close 
out all Christmas orders Dec. 
10 so those who want to give

out delivering cookies. 

Linda says they got their 
start by brainstorming with 
friends who have the bou¬ 
quet of balloon business. “I 
was trying to find something 
Jackie could cook. She’s an 


excellent cook.” Both are ex¬ 
school teachers who work at 
the same place in Pasadena. 

“Linda manages the money 
and I do the hard work of 
spending it,” Jackie says. She 
has her eye on silver pots for 
the Christmas trade. 

Mostly though, the women 
have lots of fun putting to¬ 
gether their bouquets at the 
same time they are very serious 
about their business.
